COMES SPRING, COMES BOWIE: Mary¬ 
land racing patrons, itching for action ever since 
Pimlico closed the 1955 season on December 3, 
got their earliest glimpse of spring racing in 
Maryland Turf history when Bowie threw open 
its gates on March 8. The weather was unsettled, 
the skies cloudy and the track sloppy, but it made 
little difference to the welcoming committee of 
12,446. For many it was the long-awaited day. 

The feature of the inaugural program was the 
18th running of the six-furlong Burch Memorial 
Handicap, and 16 horses were on hand to vie for 
the $7,925 first money. Trainer G. M. Baker was 
none too sure that the four-year-old Informant 
was up to stakes competition and entered the 
gelding in the sixth race as well as in the feature. 
Later he decided to cast his lot with the better 
runners and has had no reason to regret the de¬ 
cision. 

Informant, owned by Mrs. E. H. Augustus, got 
away on top from his No. 13 post position and 
never was headed, stepping the distance in 
1:114/5. Mrs. Ben Cohen’s veteran War Age 
pursued the winner throughout and was only a 
neck off the Spy Song gelding as he flashed 
under the wire. W. H. Bishop s Golden Admiral 
was another head back in third place. River Jor¬ 
dan was fourth. 

Informant carried 117, one pound less than 
topweight, and was ridden by Nick Shuk. The 
Burch was the winner’s first race of the season. 
He prepped for his victory in Carolina winter 
training quarters. Informant is a lightly-raced 
son of the speed sire Spy Song, from the *Isolater 
mare, Leslie Grey, which also produced Helian- 
thus, winner of the 1953 Spalding Lowe Jenkins 
at Laurel, and other stakes. 

KELLOGG’S CRISPY: The five-and-one- 
half-furlong Miss Maryland Stakes brought out 
one of the top two-year-old fillies of last season 
and 25,917 persons, the largest crowd ever to 
witness a Bowie card. The handle on the day’s 
wagering was $1,635,057, a high figure but not 
a record handle. 

In scoring a length-and-a-quarter victory over 
six rivals, Dark Charger gave from three to nine 
pounds to the field. The successful lass, by Depth 
Charge-Oswellblessed, by Boswell, collared the 
pacemaking Myrtle near the eighth pole to win 
cleverly under Jockey Tony DeSpirito. Triple K. 
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Stable’s Myrtle secured second place by a three- 
length margin over M. R. Schlosberg’s Cele’s 
Pet. 

Owned by Mrs. Helen W. Kellogg, the Mur- 
logg Farm-bred three-year-old was foaled in In¬ 
diana. Last year she won the Polly Drummond, 
Adirondack, and Schuylerville Stakes and placed 
in two others. She lost the Astarita by disqual¬ 
ification. Odie Clelland trains the sprightly filly. 

SQUATTER’S RIGHTS: It is difficult to 
write one paragraph about Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ 
Joe Jones without at least one mention of his 
fondness for Bowie’s racing strip. For the last 
four years he’s etched his name on the honor 
roll of stakes winners at the track in the pines. 
In 1953 he won a division of the Fort McHenry 
Handicap. A year later he was back to lay claim 
to the first running of the Campbell Memorial 
Handicap. Last season he took the Bowie Handi¬ 
cap to keep his record intact. This year he looks 
better than ever, adding the Southern Maryland 
and Bowie Handicaps to his list of accomplish¬ 
ments. The six-year-old gelded son of Stymie- 
Moon Maiden, by * Challenger II was made 
second choice to Gerald S. Colella’s Switch On 
in both his Bowie victories and beat the favorite 
each time. 

For awhile it appeared that the seven-furlong 
Southern Maryland Handicap would have to be 
split but an off track precluded the necessity for 
a division. A field of eleven went postward and 
Joe Jones experienced little difficulty in proving 
master of the situation. The Tony DeSpirito- 
ridden gelding stepped the distance in 1:23 3/5 
on a good track to win by a length and a quarter. 
Switch On, four-time stakes winner in Florida, 
with a couple of decisions over Social Outcast, 
was third, two and one-half lengths behind 
Golden Admiral. Joe Jones carried 116 and was 
in receipt of ten pounds from the topw r eighted 
Switch On. 

A week later Joe Jones picked up 124 pounds, 
equal topweight with Switch On, and beat him 
two lengths in the Bowie Handicap, this being 
his second straight success in that track’s oldest 
stakes race. The Stymie gelding, bred by Bieber- 
Jacobs Stables and trained by Hirsch Jacobs, 
required 1:45 to cover the mile and a sixteenth. 
Switch On staved off the persistent Alternative 
from the stable of W. Hal Bishop, who is racing 
at Bowie for the first time this year. 
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Mrs. Ellsworth Augustus INFORMANT (no. 11) is first to the finish line in the Burch Me¬ 
morial at Bowie. War Age (nearest camera) was second and Golden Admiral , third , in the race. 


First money in the Bowie Handicap was 
$19,500. Joe Jones earned a check for $12,450 in 
the Southern Maryland. While not a flashy per¬ 
former, Joe Jones has proved a very profitable 
runner for Mrs. Jacobs, whose husband led the 
national trainers’ list no less than eleven times. 
Joe Jones is approaching the $300,000 mark in 
earnings and is the best son of Stymie to reach 
the races. He was bred while his sire was still 
in training. 

PRETTY IS AS PRETTY DOES: If the 
races the Vanderbilt-Winfrey-Guerin trium¬ 
virate would have won in another jump were 
laid end to end, they probably would extend 
the full length of the Bowie stretch. But Fate 
is not consistently cruel; there have been times 
when the Sagamore establishment has won close 
ones. Such was the case in Bowies $25,000- 
added Barbara Frietchie Handicap, March 31. 

Sometime Thing, a lovely dark bay daughter 
of Discovery, from the *Bahram mare, Now 
and Again, successfully represented Mr. Vander¬ 
bilt in the seven-furlong filly and mare race. 
Sharing equal top weight of 124 pounds with 
Myrtle’s Jet, the Maryland-bred filly scampered 
the seven furlongs in an electric 1:22 4/5, only 
a tick off Helioscope’s track record. Her six-fur¬ 
long time (1:09 1/5) was a full second faster 
than the Bowie standard. 


Eric Guerin had the filly on her toes through¬ 
out, and she managed to save the $19,050 first 
money by a nose from Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ fast¬ 
closing Searching. Sometime Thing has won 11 
of her 32 starts, has finished second 8 times, and 
on four occasions was third. In a little more 
than a full season’s work she has earned 
$95,475. 

Myrtle’s Jet was third, beaten a nose and a 
neck after being in contention throughout. C. B. 
Fischbach’s longshot, High Ore, was fourth in 
the ten-horse field. 

Sometime Thing was named champion of 
the 1953 Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa¬ 
tion’s yearling show at Pimlico. Judge Preston 
M. Burch later said the filly was "as close to 
perfection as you’ll find a racehorse.” Tendon 
and ankle trouble kept the Sagamore Farm 
homebred from the races at two. Last year as 
a three-year-old she won the Prioress Stakes. 

On the same day Sometime Thing won the 
Barbara Frietchie Handicap, a Bowie maiden 
race for two-year-old fillies was won by Regi¬ 
nald N. Webster’s first-time starter, Prophets 
Bell. Last May Judge William duPont, Jr., se¬ 
lected the Rigan McKinney-bred lass as the 
reserve champion at the annual yearling show 
held on Pimlico’s clubhouse lawn. Prophets Bell 
is a bay daughter of Prophets Thumb-Two

Bells, by '"Blenheim II. The Lucian Laurin- 
trained filly was purchased by Webster at Sara¬ 
toga last August. 

Bowie lost a day of racing when a snowstorm 
dumped four to six inches of snow on the South¬ 
ern Maryland plant on Monday, March 19. Even 
so, the meeting has rolled along at a brisk clip, 
and, with the best racing still to come, officials 
are confident of a successful meeting. 

CAJUN CAPERS: With Social Outcast un¬ 
able to reach the winner’s circle on either coast 
during the late winter, Trainer Bill Winfrey 
called out a reserve quarterback to spearhead 
the Vanderbilt attack. Winfrey tapped the stock¬ 
pile at Hialeah and came up with Find which 
had been on the shelf 16 months, nursing a 
sprained check ligament. 

Find got three six-furlong races (he finished 
second each time) and a couple of good, long 
works before Winfrey sent him after Nashua 
in the Widener Handicap. His job was to soften 
up the opposition for Social Outcast and he 
tended to his knitting so well that he all but made

off with the $100,000 race. He led well into the 
stretch until the big boys jumped on him, but 
even at that he was fourth, only a half-length in 
arrears at the wire. Nashua got up to win in a 
sensational finish. Social Outcast was headed to 
be second and Brookmeade’s Sailor was another 
head farther back. 

After that heartening performance, Find was 
shipped to New Orleans where Jockey Eric 
Guerin could throw his Sunday punches before 
his homefolk. A muddy track and 119 pounds 
couldn’t keep the Discovery-Stellar Role gelding 
from his appointed rounds. For his mile-and-an- 
eighth run the Vanderbilt stable was rewarded 
to the tune of $45,300, raising Find’s total earn¬ 
ings to $262,029. 

Shipped back to Florida, Find was next seen 
in the Gulfstream Park Handicap, the $100,000 
purse of which was supposed to send Nashua 
over the million-dollar mark in earnings. Brook¬ 
meade’s Sailor, however, grabbed the $83,300 
pot. For his third place finish Find was awarded 
a check of $7,000 and membership in the ultra¬ 
exclusive I-Beat-Nashua Club. 

That an outsider should come in and grab 
off first money in a Fair Grounds stakes highly 
incensed Governor Earl K. Long of Louisiana. 
Find’s victory prompted the to-be chief executive 
of the Pelican State to propose an equine em¬ 
bargo on the Fair Grounds port of call. The 
Louisiana Racing Commission failed to share 
Long’s viewpoint. 

THE OLD RASCAL’S STILL AT IT: Horses 
that can account for stakes at the ripe old age 
of nine are few and far between but Mrs. Jan 
Burke’s Squared Away is such an animal. The 
old fellow—trained by Cary C. Winfrey, father 
of Mrs. Burke—was foaled at Stadacona Farm, 
Glyndon, on April 12, 1947. 

Squared Away can go with the best on good 
days. March 5 was such a day and he made the 
most of it by accounting for the six-furlong

Armed Handicap at Gulfstream Park. The bay 
gelded son of * Piping Rock-Imperatrice, by 
Caruso, has won stakes during 5 of his 7 cam¬ 
paigns and has started 92 times. He has won 
28 races, been second on 10 occasions and third 
17 times. His Armed win brought his earnings 
to $238,970. 

THE STROKE OF A PEN: Meeting no or¬ 
ganized resistance, a bill to increase both the 
racing days and take in Maryland breezed 
through the Legislature in the final hours of the 
session and was promptly signed by Governor 
McKeldin, who earlier had advocated its passage. 
Briefly, this is what the bill authorizes: Boosting 
the take at Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico from 10 
to 12 per cent, with the State and the association 
splitting the increase, hiking the take at the 
four harness tracks from 12 to 13 per cent, with 
the State receiving all additional revenue. 

Other provisions of the bill entitle the four 
harness tracks to 24 days of racing each year in¬ 
stead of 20; the five half-milers receive 12 racing 
days apiece instead of 10; the three mile tracks 
now are authorized 40 days of racing each in¬ 
stead of splitting 100 days among them. 

Soon after the bill was signed into law, the 
Maryland Racing Commission met with track 
officials and announced the following revised 
dates schedule for the Thoroughbred plants: 

Bowie—March 8 to April 17 (34 days). No 
change. 

Laurel—April 18 to May 7 (17 days). 

Pimlico—May 8 to June 2 (23 days). 

Hagerstown—August 15 to 28 (12 days). 

Timonium—Aug. 29 to Sept. 11 (12 days). 

Cumberland—September 12 to 25 (12 days). 

Bel Air—Sept. 26 to Oct. 9 (12 days). 


Marlboro—October 10 to 23 (12 days). 

Laurel—October 24 to November 12 (17 
days). No change. 

Pimlico—November 13 to December 15 (29 
days). 

The new schedule creates a conflict with Dela¬ 
ware Park for the final week of the Pimlico 
meeting. Except for the one-day extension of 
Laurel’s spring meet, the 19 remaining addi¬ 
tional days granted by the Legislature are to be 
utilized at Pimlico. All three mile tracks will 
share equally in the profits from the extra days 
presented at the Maryland Jockey Club course. 

BONUS: The seven-day extension of the 
Pimlico spring meeting necessitated a revision 
of the Maryland Jockey Club’s previously an¬ 
nounced stakes program. Seven features, more 
than twice the number presented in 1955, now 
grace the Pimlico roster which, of course, is 
headed by the $100,000 Preakness. With the 
exception of the Preakness, which closed Feb¬ 
ruary 15, all other Pimlico stakes close Saturday, 
April 28. The seven-stakes program, which 
carries $185,000 in added money, is as follows: 

May 8—Baltimore Spring Handicap, three- 
year-olds and up, five and one-half furlongs; 
$ 10 , 000 . 

May 12—Riggs Handicap, three-year-olds and 
up, a mile and a half on the turf; $10,000. 

May 18—Mr. Fitz Handicap, three-year-olds 
and up, mile and three-sixteenths; $10,000. 

May 19—Preakness Stakes, three-year-olds, 
mile and three-sixteenths; $100,000. 

May 26—Pimlico Nursery, two-year-olds, five 
furlongs; $10,000. 

May 30—Dixie Handicap, three-year-olds and 
up, mile and three-eighths on the turf; $25,000. 

June 2—Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, three-year- 
old fillies, mile and a sixteenth; $20,000. 

The Baltimore Spring, Riggs and Mr. Fitz 
Handicaps, and the Nursery Stakes, are new to 
the 1956 roster. The Mr. Fitz honors the 81- 
year-old grand old man of the training profes¬ 
sion, Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, who for 31 years 
trained the Belair Stud horses. 

The Mr. Fitz Handicap is to be run the day 
before the Preakness when it is reckoned a large 
turnout of sports writers and celebrities will be 
on hand to honor Nashua’s trainer. 

BEATIN’ THE GATE: Laurel will present 
the Chesapeake Stakes and the Capitol, Mary¬ 
land Sprint, and Laurel Handicaps during its 
April 18-May 7 meeting. . . . John Schapiro and 
his staff at the International track are consider¬ 
ing improvements to the grandstand. ... With 
Needles in Kentucky, larger fields are in pros¬ 
pect for both the Chesapeake and Wood Memo¬ 
rial, which are to be run on the same day, April 
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21.... With the hook out for additional revenue 
from racing, it would seem that the State would 
be missing a bet if the Roads Commission’s 
timetable for the completion of access roads to 
Bowie isn’t advanced. ... With Pimlico’s ex¬ 
tended fall meeting making inroads on Charles 
Town’s winter schedule, the West Virginia track 
may put pressure on the Free State’s half-mile 
plants. . . . The HBPA and ATA opposed a con¬ 
flict with Delaware Park on the grounds that 
concurrent days for Pimlico’s final week of spring 
sport would work a hardship on horsemen. 

Eligibles to the 1956 "Back Again" 

The Back Again, a Pimlico feature for two- 
year-olds which were exhibited in the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Yearling Show of the previous 
season, will be staged this year on Monday, 
May 21. The event for Maryland-foaled young¬ 
sters has eligibles totaling 49. 

The Annual Yearling Show will be held on 
Sunday, May 20. Judging will begin at 2 P. M.

Re: Fair Labor Standards Act 

Dear Sirs: 

As there is a possibility that the Wage and 
Hour Division of the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Labor will resume inspections under 
the Fair Labor Standards Act at the beginning 
of the Spring Season in New York, I wish to 
call your attention to the increase in the mini¬ 
mum wage rate which on March 1st was raised 
from $0.75 per hour to $1.00 per hour. 


All existing employment contracts, including 
Belo contracts, should be reviewed, and the 
hourly rate adjusted to conform to the new 
minimum hourly rate of $1.00 under the Wage 
and Hour Act. 

The overtime provisions of the law have not 
been changed and continue to require payment 
of time and one-half the regular rate for all 
hours worked in excess of 40 per week. 

On various occasions the Association has sub¬ 
mitted to you information respecting exemp¬ 
tions under the Act, including one which per¬ 
mits a 14-week exemption per year at each place 
of employment for employees engaged in rac¬ 
ing. It should be noted that this exemption ap¬ 
plies only to the overtime provisions of the law 
and not to the minimum wage, so that the $1.00 
per hour minimum rate must be paid even dur¬ 
ing the exempt period.

T HE trouble with being a pipe smoker is 
that people who are trying to win a horse 
send you packages of Kentucky Club tobacco. 

Young women who don’t smoke, or drink, 
or anything do not realize that alcohol and nico¬ 
tine addicts have certain preferences. All they 
know is that some people drink whiskey and 
some smoke tobacco. 

Thus, would-be horse owners have made my 
workshop a repository for tobacco packages 
with the picture cut off but with the moisture- 
proof pouch still whole and chaste. 

Two things have amazed me about this win- 
a-horse deal, (1) the rare incidence of pipe 
smokers and (2) the great number of people 
who think they want a Thoroughbred. 

After three decades of watching horses and 
studying horse folk, I have become a little cyni¬ 
cal regarding horses that are given away.

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AL-MARAH—"GARDEN-LIKE OASIS"

Al-Marah means a place of mirth, happy 
place, or if you like the Egyptian translation— 
'garden-like oasis.” Such a place exists right here 
in Maryland. It is the Al-Marah Arabian Horse 
Farm in Bethesda, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Gar¬ 
vin Tankersley. 

The Tankersleys have shown their Arabians 
at the Maryland State Fair every year since 1952. 
when that breed was introduced at the show, 
and they usually go home with most of the blue 
ribbons and championships. I learned, upon my 
visit to the King Ranch in Texas, that the 
Tankersleys also were breeders of Santa Ger- 
trudis cattle (a new breed developed by that 
ranch). Knowing that there are few Santa 
Gertrudis breeders in the East, I felt that a tour 
of Al-Marah and a visit with the owners was a 
must. 

The original Al-Marah is the 65 acre Tank¬ 
ersley home place on River Road in Mont¬ 
gomery County, 10 miles from downtown 
Washington. Here the Tankersleys have been 
breeding and training Arabians for several years. 
This place has a large outdoor riding ring where 
charity benefits, rodeos and gymkhanas are held 
each year and an indoor ring for all-weather 
training. 


When the Tankersleys enlarged their breed¬ 
ing program and needed more acreage to pro¬ 
duce the necsesary feed, they had to go about 
twenty-five miles up-country to get the land. 
Hence, the expansion into a ranch operation 
which now covers 1,800 acres (5 farms), and 
supports over 150 head cf horses and over 500 
head of cattle. 

The "Headquarters” was the Tankersley’s first 
ranch unit. Purchased in 1952 it comprises 400 
acres and is now principally their Santa Ger¬ 
trudis Farm. The "Commercial” farm covers 
150 acres. On it are over 100 head of commercial 
cattle, a trench silo, and feeding barns. Another 
900 acre tract is known as the "Boyds” farm. 
Here they keep their young heifers and grow 
soybeans, corn, and alfalfa to feed the animals 
on the smaller farms. Also on this section are 
85 head of Arabian breeding stock. The 300 
acre "Registered” farm is well described by its 
name—every animal there being purebred 
Herefords or Arabians. 

Dr. Edward L. Courtright is the resident 
veterinarian for the ranch, with his office and 
laboratory on the Registered place. Dr. Court- 
right left his practice in Arizona to come to

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Al-Marah. He has built up an extensive labora¬ 
tory with a portable "squeeze” and other modern 
equipment for the care of horses and cattle. His 
most interesting "patient” was his own Arabian 
which had shattered his leg in two places. Want¬ 
ing to save the animal, not only for personal 
reasons but in the light of experimentation, Dr. 
Courrright has a Roger Anderson splint on the 
gelding. The broken parts are held together by 
steel pins placed above and below the break. 
The horse may walk around while the break is 
mending. It was very interesting and I hope 
later on during the spring to again visit the 
laboratory and to find out how the experiment 
worked out. 

Mrs. Tankersley has been quite successful 
with her Arabians at all the recognized big 
shows. The beautiful senior stallion, Indraff, be¬ 
fore his retirement to the stud, was defeated only 
once his last season in the show ring and then 
by his own son. Selmage, a beautiful bay now 
15 years old (also retired), has taken blues in 
7 different classes including Arabian 3-gaited, 
Stock Horse Racing, Arabian Costume, Model 
A Horse, Parade Horse, Cutting Horse and Calf 
Roping. Selmage was shown only once at the 
Maryland State Fair. That was in 1952 when he 
took his stallion class and went on to win the 
Senior Championship and Grand Champion 
Arabian of Show. Both stallions are well-man¬ 
nered. Mrs. Tankersley rode them herself in the 
shows. 

Most striking in the Arab breed is the head, 
which is decidedly different from that of the 
Thoroughbred, though that breed is descended 
from the Arab. Most noticeable characteristics 
are the dish face, large eyes well set apart, short 
back, and deep, well-sprung ribs with a high-

carried tail (not set). Though fast enough to be 
used as cutting and calf-roping horses, they are 
also known for their stamina. This breed has 
taken many firsts in the Vermont Bridle Trail 
Rides. This grueling ride covers 100 miles in 
three days; the animals get a good 'going over” 
by the judges at the finish as to their condition. 
Horses have to be fit to compete in this test. 
When an Arab can win carrying 185 pounds, 
what more needs to be said? 

While not at the shows, these blue-ribbon 
winners are not idle on the farm. They are used 
as stock horses and do their share working cat¬ 
tle. Al-Marah seems like a little bit of the west 
right here in Maryland. The Tankersleys brand 
their cattle and have acquired seven quarter 
horse mares, some of King Ranch breeding, to 
cross with their Arabs. They feel this cross will 
give a cowboy a combination of the refinement, 
agility, and stamina of the Arab, with the weight 
and heavy muscling of the Quarter Horse, to 
make an excellent all around stock horse. 

While Mrs. Tankersley has her Arabs, Mr. 
Tankersley has his cattle. In 1951 he was top 
bidder at a King Ranch Santa Gertrudis sale 
for "Red Gold,” a registered bull. Red Gold is 
mahogany-colored and is indescribably hand¬ 
some. This new breed of cattle was developed 
by the Kleberg family in Texas whose members 
made an objective of the production of good 
quality of beef despite the handicap of heat and, 
at times, extremely scanty grazing. 

The Santa Gertrudis is a large beef breed with 
bulls weighing over 2000 pounds in breeding 
condition. Mature cows in good pasture condi¬ 
tion weigh 1100 to 1200 pounds. They have 
good beef conformation, are deep fleshed and 
are especially heavy in the hindquarters. They 
have characteristic Brahman heads and large 
dewlap. All bulls have a slight crest on the neck.

Red Gold was purchased in 1951 for $27,200 
at 18 months old. The Kleberg Champion 4H 
cow was also obtained together with six heifers 
and one other King Ranch bull, as were eleven 
other heifers from another breeder in Texas. Mr. 
Tankersley crossed these bulls on his herd of 
commercial Hereford cows and a few Aberdeen 
Angus. 

Further purchases of Santa Gertrudis were 
made in 1955 when Mr. Tankersley bought 40 
head, including two bulls for outcrosses, from 
a breeder in Florida, and another bull from the 
King Ranch. To see these cattle at their various 
crosses was amazing. Some breed so true that the 
first cross, (as in the case of an 18-month-old 
cow), is a typical Santa Gertrudis. 

All the feed needed is grown on the farm— 
oats, alfalfa and corn. Twenty-two thousand bales 
of hay were put up last year in addition to three 
large feeders of chopped hay, and 8,000 bales 
of straw. Most interesting are the trench silos 
which are set into the sides of convenient hills. 
These have three walls of stone or cinder block, 
that slope inward slightly as they go down, and 
have a floor of concrete. The front is left open. 
They range in size to accommodate the herd 
to be wintered from them. The advantages of the 
trench silo are many, primarily the ease of ob¬ 
taining the silage, also the cost of building is 
reasonable and there is no risk of fire. They can 
be built in the winter pasture and, when used in 


conjunction with feeding bins close by, answer 
a feed conservation problem apparent to all beef 
growers during winter months. They feed 100 
head a day. 

Things are never quiet around Al-Marah but 
excitement will reach a peak on August 4th 
when there will be an auction of registered 
Arabians and registered Half-bred Arabians. 
There always has been a demand for the 
Tankersley-bred Arabians, especially Indraff’s 
daughters, but they have never been put on the 
open market. A few have been traded. As so 
many customers were asking for first chance, the 
owners of Al-Marah decided that an auction 
was a more impartial way to handle the situation. 
There have been no private sales since 1954 in 
order that a sizable number of Arabians will 
be ready for the vendue. About 50 horses will be 
catalogued. Heading the list will be Al-Marah el 
Hezzez (14 times champion), a seven-year-old 
gray stallion by Indraff out of Rose of Luzon. 
Besides the show and breeding stock the sales 
list will include young pure-bred geldings, green 
broken in both of show calibre and riding horse 
type, Half-breds and some pure-bred western 
working horses. There will be Arabs for every 
type of rider and a horse for almost every per¬ 
son’s purse. 

With their Santa Gertrudis, Arabian steeds 
and plans for the future they will go far; whether 
you call it a place of mirth, happy place or 
garden oasis—all mean Al-Marah.

Cedar Farm 

While Montgomery County will probably 
never replace Kentucky as the home of cham¬ 
pion racehorses, E. Allnutt and his son, H. C. 
"Pete” Allnutt are making more than a modest 
reputation in the track world with their Cedar 
Farm near Potomac. 

The elder Allnutt is currently at Charles 
Town watching his colors, purple with lavender 
cross sashes, being carried on Argumentative, 
Belmont Belle, and several other horses by 
Jockey Ralph "Buddy” Root. Young Allnutt is 
resting up for the busy Spring racing season for 
which a string of Cedar Farm horses is in train¬ 
ing at Laurel. 
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The future of the County stable is carried by 
Pete, already known as one of the best-dressed 
frequenters of the track. He has been a member 
of the exclusive American Trainers’ Association 
since 1946. But it’s Pete’s father who first tested 
the Allnutt fortunes in the world of racing. 

The elder Allnutt began racing harness horses 
in New York early in the century. He won his 
first Maryland race at the Frederick Fair in 1909, 
seven years before Pete was born. 

Pete says ’Tve been fooling around horses 
since I was seven years old.’’ Pete ran his first 
race in the early ’twenties at the Rockville Fair 
and won on a pony called Bill. The purse: $10. 

Pete was taught the way of the Turf by his 
father, by G. E. Littlefield of Beallsville, by 
Jockey Root, and by a Baltimore Negro, Lester 
Murray. Murray has since gone to work for Al¬ 
fred G. Vanderbilt for whom he is caretaker of 
Native Dancer, one of racing’s all-time great 
horses. 

Young Allnutt made the rounds of the half- 
mile tracks with his father: Reading, Pottsville, 
Allentown, York. Somehow he found time to 
attend St. James Academy in Hagerstown and 
Columbia University in Washington. Says young 
Allnutt, "My grandfather, Alexander Fullerton 
Prescott (in whose wife’s honor the Allnutt 
colors were selected) wanted me to attend 
Princeton University. After 20 years on the 
American Turf I feel I have received the equiva¬ 
lent of a degree from Yale, Harvard, or Prince¬ 
ton. 

Of the big moments Pete Allnutt has known 
at the track, several stand out. In June 1936, he 
sent out Fair Sun to the stable’s first Charles 
Town win. Fair Sun had originally belonged 
to another County horseman, S. J. Hughes, of 
Poolesville. The SENTINEL of that day com¬ 
mented, "Fair Sun is at all times a threat at a 
mile and a mile and a sixteenth.” 

On October 21, 1942, the Allnutt’s won their 
first big track race when Gay Boo with Carson 
Kirk in the saddle came home in front at Laurel. 

The title of the best horse in the history of 
the Allnutt stable must go to Meetmenow, says 
Pete. The horse, whose lifetime earnings were 
close to $50,000, was considered the second best 
Maryland-bred filly in 1946. 

Smarty Arty won three races in one week 
back in September 1951 at Marlboro. The horse 
finished first on Wednesday and Saturday, and 
on the following Wednesday took the Robert 
Lee Hall Memorial. The Allnutts consider 
Smarty Arty a bargain: he was purchased as a 
two-year-old for $250. 

Back in 1909, the elder Allnutt won three 


races in four days at the Frederick Fair with a 
horse named Chaplain who had been formerly 
owned by New York Yankee owner Jack Ru¬ 
pert. 

And it was at the little Fdererick track that 
Pete experienced his greatest racing thrill. He 
finished first in 1945, just 36 years after his Dad 
had turned the trick at the fair grounds oval. 

The future of the Cedar Farm racing stable 
looks bright. A tip from Pete: watch a promis¬ 
ing stallion named Swampland. His grandfather 
finished second in the Kentucky Derby. 

The Allnutt horses now race at tracks in West 
Virginia, Maryland, Delaware, and New Jersey. 

One of these days Pete hopes to realize one of 
his big ambitions—winning Laurel’s $50,000 
Selima Stakes.
